5 Ccording unto, your importuuate- deſires of 
being made acquainted with the paſſages 
and ſucceſfle of the late Treaty betwixt His 
Majeſtie and His two Houſes of Parlia- 
\[_ ment, Idid from time to time advertile 
. - 'you,as farreas I was able to diſcover the 
SES proceedings of-it , both what was done, 
and what was like to be the iſſhe. And becauſe I found 
ſoreſtrong impreſſions in you, that if the Treaty came not to 2 
fortunate end,and that ſome manifeſt were not publiſhed in His 
Majeſties name,to ſatisfiethe Subject in th2 carriage of it, the. 
blamethereof was likely to be caſt upon HisMajefty,as if he had 
no- thoughts-nor intents of Peace : I ſent you the Colletion of 
all the particular. pepers that paſſed between Hus Majeſty and the 
Committee - here at. Oxford, afloone+ as it came off the Preſſe, 
wherein my care to give youſatisfation was lo great & urgent,

But contrary to my expeRation you write backe,thatyou arenat 
fatisfied with the ſight thereof ; that you poore Country Gentle- 
men (as you pleaſe to ſay) are not ſa-nimble-witted as to diſco- 
verthe' r7e/xlt of thoſe debates, of the concluſions ifluing from 
thoſe premiſes,except it be more plainly laid down before you ; 
all that the common ſortof people will belittle edified with 
this bare colleFion , unleſſe ſome application of the, point be

brought home unto them. In which reſpets you have expreſſed 
a vehement deſire to ſee ſomewhat publiſhed, agreeable to the 
capacities of th2 good people inthe Countrics, who may be o- 
therwiſe p: epofleſſed with ſame falſe opinions of the averſencſſe 
of the Contt fromatl peacedble Connfailes, and by the ſubtle 
practices of malicious men, may be ſeduced to a beliefe, that His 
Majzſtit oncly is in fault, why the ſame Treaty came to no bet- 
ter end.. And this,you ſay, the ordinary ſort of people may be 
brought to. give credence to, as having a long time been per- 
{waded by the Emiſſaries of the adverie fation, that all the o- 
vertares Which have beene made fora Parifitation, proceeded 
originally from the Parliament ;thit they have often preſiced to 
obtaine thisT reaty, before His Mz jeftie could be induced to give 
exre unto1t; and therefore thacin/ probability His Majeſtic be» 
ing found ſo difficult from time to time, in giving way untothe 
Treaty, the «n/ncceſſefulneſſe thereof will be charged on him. 
The undeceiving of the people in theſe particulars youſay would - 
be good ſervice to His Majeſtie, and.1 thinke fo too ; and theres 
fore could have wifhed,and doe wiſhſo till, you had exaterigy 
accompt thereoffrom a better hand. - Butbeing you ate pla 
toimpoſcthis taske upon me,and that you will not otherwiſe be 
ſatisfied then by my conformity to your comtnands; I ſhall hcre- 
in apply my ſelte unto your hw, as having been trained up by 
you from My youth i:1 the Sehoole of Obeatence,, and taught be- 
times, that tor a man to dedicateand devote himſclte to his own 
humours and reſervednefſe, was but the /acrsfice of fooles.

Majelties gracious Meſſage ſent from Nottingham (where firſt 
his ſtandard was advanced) Azg.25.1642.in whichHis Majeſty 

deſired;thas ſome fit perſons might be by them inabled totreat with 
the like number authorized b wc gulp ſuch a manner aud with ſuch 
freedome of 'debate;as might beſt tend tothe peace of the kingdome, 
together with his promiiſeto remove all poſſible ſernples which
